Thomasville, Ga., December 6.~— 
Solution of the problems of providing 
adequate funds for Georgia Baptist 
educational institutions, selection of the 
1929 convention city, and the adop- 
tion of standing committee reports 


were among the business matters clear- 
ed from the calendar on the final day 
of the 107th anniversary of the Geor- 
gia Baptist convention which closed 
with an afternoon session here today. 

The convention pledged itself to 
raise more funds for the denomination- 
al schools in the state by adopting 


.the amended report of 
committee. 
The amendments in no way changed 
those parts of the original recommen- 
dations which called for the institu- 
tion during 1929 of a $2,000,000 en- 
dowment campaign for Mercer univer- 
sity and the issuance of $1,560,000 in 
debentures to be allocated to the va- 
rious Baptist schools in Georgia. 

Gainesville was awarded the 1929 
convention, which will be held on De- 
cember 10, 11 and 12 of next year. 
Dr. B. Ragsdale, of Macon, for 
many years secretary of the conven- 
tion, was selected to deliver the con- 
vention sermon. Dr. J. C. Wilkinson, 
of Athens, was named alternate. Sa- 
vannah and Athens were among otlier 
cities which invited the convention for 
the coming year. 

All standing committee reports were 
adopted. The recommendations of the 
executive committee were adopted, 
with amendments. 

The major changes made by the 
amendments to the report of the com- 
mittee on endowments dealt with the 
question of insuring payment of the 
» per cent interest which the deben- 
tures will bear. Under the recommen- 
dations as adopted, any funds for the

Under the original recommendations : 
such a shortage would have been made! 
good from money allocated to south- 
wide causes only. It was en this point 
that the prolonged debate yesterday 
centered. The amendments were 
drawn up at an informal conference 
between members of the committce 
which framed the original receommen- 
dations and messengers who, while in 
sympathy with the idea of aiding the 
schools financially, objected to the fea- 
ture of the recommendations calling 
for making up a possible deficit from 
southwide funds alone. 

Provision was made that the indebt- 
edness of the schools should be paid 
immediately through the sale of such 
debentures as it might be necessary to 
market to pay these debts, and that 
sinking funds should be set up by the 
schools to retire the bonds sold under 
these conditions. 

The report of the home mission 
board praised the work done for home 
missions “in face of the disappearance 
of Clinton S. Carnes, former treas- 
urer of the board, and the subsequent 
revelation of his alleged: defalcations.” 

The state mission board report like- 
wise took notice of Carnes’ disappear- 
ance and the shortage which develop- 
ed, and praised the work done in home 
missions. 

Georgia Baptists were called upon, 
to “do their best” in behalf of the $2.- 
000,000 goal set for the 1925 special, 
Christmas thanks offering.

“1—The Georgia Baptist conven- 
tion, representing 2.500 churches and 
420.000 members, reasserts for the fu- 
ture as in the past the righteous con- 
cern and obligation of a Baptist 
church and, Baptist associations of 
churches in public morals. 

“9 That herewith we affirm our 
common resolution that a Baptist 
preacher has the right and duty to

obey his conscience only, in matters 
of publie interest which involve moral] 
issues and that his responsibility #< 
to God alone, whose guidance he must 
seek. 

‘3. That this convention repro- 
claims its ancient devotion to the 
American doctrine of the separation 
of church and state as it was con- 
ceived and established in the early 
days of the republic and that it com- 
mends to churches and pastors a 
watchful attitude agains‘ all theories 
or practices of ecclesiastical priority 
or preferment or special favors con- 
trary to absolute separation of church 
and state. 

“4._That this convention again 
pledges itself to continue warfare 
against the liquor traffic and for the 
maintenance of national prohibition 
as provided in the national constitu- 
tion by the eighteenth amendment. We 
commend the good work of the Anti- 
Saloon League which is so much hated 
by its enemies, to the sympathy and 
support of the Baptist people. 

"5—That the convention herewith

RAWLINGS PAROLE

It was claimed by the defense that 
Tarbutton was killed accidentally by 
Tanner. Dr. T. M. Harris, af 
Wrightsville, the first physician to 
reach Tarbutton after the shooting, 
testified before the prison commis- 
sion Thursday that the killing was ac 
cidental and declared that a wound 
of a different kind would have heen 
made if the killing had occurred in 
the manner suggested by the prosecu- 
tion. Rawlings has served about two 
years of his sentence.

Manchester, England, December 6.

The night after the arrival of the 
couple at a hotel near Keswick, the 
yourg woman was found dead in a 
wood. Her expensive jewels were 
missing. Chung was placed on trial 
in October and found guilty of the 
murder, although he declared that he 
was at a hotel at the time his wife 
was killed. 

When the conviction came up in

Houston, Texas, December 6.—U/) 
Discarding a theory that Pat Sharpe, 
federal prohibition agent, was the vic- 
tim of a lethal gas trap sent by a 
moonstiner, officials today decided 
that the officer was -overcome by 
“black damp” yesterday while explor- 
ing a cave near here in which a still 
was ciscovered. 

Afier an inquest, J. M. Ray, justice 
of the peace, held that Sharpe had 
co" +e to his death as the result of pot 
sonous gases formed naturally in the 
cavern such as are encountered in 
mines and excavations. 

The agent was overcome when he 
descended a ladder to the bottom of 
the cave but not before lie had shout- 
ed a warning to his companions to 

‘go back,’ 

Vietor Buthod, Sharpe's chief, be- 
came unconscious and had to be pull- 
ed from the cave when he made a 
futile attempt at rescue. Another of- 
ficer suffered from the effects of the 
gas in aiding Buthod. 

Sharpe was dead when his body 
wa’ reached half an hour later. 

Raymond Wisehart, assistant dis- 
trict attorney, expressed the opinion 
that Sharpe was poisoned from mash 
fumes ‘combined with dampness and 
othcr odors in the cavern, which had 
been closed before the raid was made. 

At first investigators had consider- 
ed the possibility that the moonshiner 
had arranged a lethal chamber to trap 
anyone attempting to reach the under- 
groun:l still. 

55 year-old Italian living on the 
farm where the still was found is be- 
ing held in jail.

I have heard that the English 
Victorian poet William Morris 
was a remarkable man. What 
were his claims to this ‘distinc- 
tion? I do not seem able to find 
them ? 

He knew the sagas of Iceland and 
those which Scandinavia derived from 
Iceland as no other Englishman of his 
age knew them and he reproduced 
them in terse, vigorous Anglo-Saxon. 

He was a lover of medieval life; its 
glow, pageantry, architecture and 
mysticism appealed to his.romanticism. 
Indeed, the utterly impossible social- 
ism he professed was largely stimulat- 
ed by his fondness for the Guilds of 
the Middle Ages. 

Although he deemed himself “the 
idje singer of an empty day” his con- 
tributions to poetry were real and 
lasting. He sang not only of myths 
of the northern seas and the huge 
wastes of their shores, but of Grecian 
classic legends and the bygone days 
of chivalry and adventure. Take this 
excerpt for an example of his earlie 
religious verse: 7 

“Christ keep the Hollow Land

“Have you killed him?” one of them 
asked. 

“I 
certainly tried to.” 

Chief of Police James L. Beavers, 
on the way to his office, passed the 
scene a few minutes later. He or- 
dered avis taken to the hospital, but 
the wounded man was 
dead on arrival at Grady. His body 
later was removed to a mortuary. 


Tells of Events. 


On arrival at headquarters Shippey 
at first refused to amplify the state- 
ments. he had made at the scene of 
the killing but later, when questioned 
by Chief of Detectives A. Lamar Poole 
and Detective John W. Lowe, told of 
the events leading up to the killing.

Occurred During Morning Rush. 


The shooting of Davis, which toek 
place at the truck entrance to the 
warehouse, occurred at the peak of 
the early morning downtown rush 
and hundreds of persons heard the 
shots which killed Davis. Whitehall 
street was thronged with downtown 
office workers and store clerks en 
route to the daily duties and the street 
was in its usual traffie jam. 

Shippey came to Atlanta eleven 
years ago from Columbus. His parents 
reside in Harris county. He had been 
working for the local grocery com- 
pany for four or five years and is re- 
ported to have been held in high es- 
teem by all of his superiors. 

Hall Davis, the son of a retired 
Methodist minister, was 41 years old, 
He was born at Eatonton and during 
his early life moved about from plate 
to place as his father changed pas- 
torates. He was educated at Emory 
college, then located at Oxford, hav- 
ing been graduated in 1910. 


Joined Southern Bell. 


Mr. Davis first entered business as 
manager for the Southern Bel] Tele- 
phone company at Lumberton, N. C. 
He located in Atlanta nine years ago, 
coming here as an employee of the 
Ford Motor company. 

In 1924 he organized the Hall Davis 

company in West End and since that 
time has been one of the most promi- 
nent business men of the section. At 
the time of his death he was serving 
as president of the West End Busi- 
ness Men’s club, and was a member 
of the First Methodist church, the At- 
lanta Athletic club and the Capital 
City elub. 
_As a member of the bond commis- 
sion, Mr. Davis widened the scope 
of his civie activities from West End 
to the entire city and was prominent 
in a number of Atlanta's develop- 
ments, including the Central avenue 
and Pryor street viaducts, in which 
he took an unusual interest though 
hepiid not live to see their comple- 
ion.

Senator Ransdell, of Louisiana, told 
the members of the congress that there 
is a definite relation between flood 
control and transportation by water 
and said that “If congress had given 
ft much attention to the problem of 
flood control in the early days as it 
did to the construction of the Panama 
canal, 1 am convinced that the dis- 
astrous floods of 1927 would have 
been avoided.” 

George J. Miller, executive secretary 
of the Missouri River Navigation as- 
sociation, declared the Mississippi Val- 
ley states have been waiting patiently 
for assistance in development of water 
routes to the sea. 

“There is a vast amount of water- 
ways legislation needed to make holes 
through which the people of the Mis- 
issippi valley can get out of the trans- 
portation walls erected around them 
by the federal government,” said Sen- 
ator Shipstead. “To secure this, the 
rest of the country must give its co- 
operation to the midwest as the mid- 
west has always joined in big national 
projects and given all it could.”

ANALYZES ADVANCES MADE IN AVIATION Me 


Body 


to Congress 


Washington, December 6.—(4)— 
Forecasting the use of all-metal planes 
and the day when “the unskilled own- 
er-pilot who now drives his own car” 
will fly a plane, the national advis- 
ory committee for aeronautics, in its 
fourteenth “annua] report, submitted 
by President Coolidge to congress to- 


day, analyzed. the advance made this | 


year in aviation. 

President Coolidge in forwarding the 
report commented on “the amazing de- 
velopment” of aviation since the 
Wright brothers made their first flight 


near Kitty Hawk, N. C., just a quar- | 


ter of a century ago. 
“During the year 1928,” the report, 


which was transmitted to the presi- | 
dent by Joseph S. Ames, chairman of | 


the advisory committee, said “great- 
er progress was made than ip any sin- 
gle year since the first successful 
flight of man in a_ power-driven 
heavier-than-air flying machine.’’ 
Twenty-fifth Anniversary. 


Not only has this ¢wenty-fifth anni- 
versary year marked the establishment 
without government’ subsidies, of 
American transcontinental all-air and 
airplane-railroad serviees for mail, pas- 
sengers and express, the report states, 
but it has seen a 100 per cent in- 
crease in airplane production for pri- 
vate ownership, a 50 per cent reduc- 
tion in air mail postage rates, and the 
greatest forward stride yet made in 
the study of aviation‘s preeminent 
problem—safety. 

The report said that safety in flight 
and efficiency in operation, the two 
factors of greatest importance to both 
commercial and military aviation, have 
been the chief objects of research in 
the past year. both through experi- 
ment at its Langley Memorial labora- 
tory, near T.angcley field, Virginia. 
and throuch colleboration with avia- 
tion experts of Great Britain, France. 
Italy and Japan. 

The three major dangers’ that 
threaten the aviator's safety, spinning. 
stalling and ice formation on a plane, 
were investicated in the wind tunnels 


and safer landings have been facili- 
tated by development of rubber or 
hydraulic shock absorbers for landing 
gear and lighter landing floats for 
hydroplanes, the report declared. 
Development of Cowl. 
Development of “cowl” or cover for 
radial, air-cooled airplane engines 
which would cut down air resistance 
without affecting the cooling “of the 


cylinders was given considerable em- 
phasis in the report as an outstanding 
aid to mechanical efficiency. In con- 
nection with this, propeller interfer- 
ence and the “drag” of various parts of 
the motor have been analyzetl in the 
| co.amittee’s laboratories. This study 
| alone, the committee feft, “will repay 
the cost of the propeller research tun- 
nel many times.” 

One of the most notable events of 
the year in airplane engine develop- 
|ment was reported to be the perfection 
of the first successful fuel-injection en- 
‘gine burning a heavy oil instead of 
' gasoline. 


: The tendency in American airplane | 
| design, 


the report stated, is toward 
‘cheaper engines, monoplanes for com- 
mereinl use and biplanes for indi- 
vidual owners, with the development 
of interchangeable landing wheels, 
floats and skis for land, water or 
snow. The use of several motors was 
recommended for commercial planes, 
but the placing of motors well above 
the wings, as in many European craft, 
was not foreseen in American con- 


struction. 
All-Metal Plane. 

“With increasing production,’ ‘the 
report predicted, “the all-metal, or 
nearly all-metal airplane may _ ulti- 
mately be cheaper than the part- 
metal part-wood one.” 

In the field of lighter-than-air craft. 
it was said that “the results of the 
pressure, distribution, speed and ac- 
celeration tests on the Los Angeles 
have been worked up and will soon 
be ready for publication.” 

A large number of other subjects 
were considered in the report, among 
them the committee's cooperation 
with civilian and governmental aero- 
nautical institutions, both American 
and foreign, its relations with the air-

He re-, 
cently. served as a college rector and_ 
has presided over the national assem- ; 
bly since 1923.

| Was announced the social-democrats . 
|raised a shout of “Long live the re: 
i public.” The Christian-socialists re- 
mained gloomy and silent. A spokes 
man for the social-democrats address 
ed the new president and said that! 
while his party differed with him.: 
they reposed full confidence in hit 
and hoped that he would work whole-’ 
heartedly for the republic. 

Before the balloting Chancellor 
Seipel proposed that President Hain- 
isch be reelected for an extra term of 
one year, in order that there might 
be time to change the constitution so 
'as to widen the powers of the presi-' 
|dent and give the people the power of 
election instead of parliament.

of the board of trade. 

In place of the famous landmark 


that has looked down La Salle street | 


tor 44 years and has watched mighty 


i skyscrapers of other financial institu- 


tions rise to dwarf it, the board will 
rear a new 44-story building of monnu- 
mental design towering 600 feet above 
the street, and with the land it oecu- 
pies, Yalued at $20,000,000. 

Teems With History. 
worn and

Dingy now, its floors 
warped with the scuffling 
sands of feet, the trading hall teems 
with the memories of dramatic inei- 
dents of its past. Its history has lent 
color to many a novel, and into that 
history have been woven the names 
of Philip Armour, Joseph Leiter, Ar- 
thur Cutten and James Patten. 

Here grain futures trading was de- 
veloped to the point where, last year, 
16,982,120,000 bushels of grain were 
sold for future delivery on the@Chi- 
eago board alone.

Millions Gained There. 

The corners that gained millions 
for the shrewd and the lucky of other 
days have become nearly impossible 
under the rigid regulations of the 
board today. In one of those famous 
corners young Joseph Leiter, son of 
the merchant prince, stood pitted 
against P. D. Armour, in 1897. Leiter 
was buying by millions of bushe's, and 
Armour had pledged to deliver 5.000,- 
000 bushels of wheat under’ future 
contracts. Not satisfied with profits 


that would have totaled $3,000.000. 


Leiter clung to the buying side until 


he had boosted the price to $1.85, an 
advance of $1.20 over the starting 
level, and by spring of 1898 he had 
handled more than 40,000 bushels. 
Then the flimsy props dropped from 
under his market and Leiter was re- 
ported the leser by $9,000,000. 

The winnings of Arthur W. Cutten, 
amassed in more than one well con- 
trived coup, were never told but in 
1925 he paid the largest individual 
income tax in the Chicago area, total- 
ing $540,000. ' 

Just as its first real home was a 
giant of its day, the new 44-story 
board of trade building will equal the 
city's tallest when it is finished, early 
in 1930, although still higher struc- 
tures are planned.
